The Golden Rule 


The Editor of the Roman Catholic periodical, “Our Sunday 
Visitor,” is doing his part admirably, so far as raking up all the 
scandal he is able to scrape together from every available source 
within his reach affecting the character of those who turn their 
backs on Rome. We suggest that in the immediate future he 
apply the Golden Rule of the great historian, Neibuhr, who, in 
a letter addressed to a student of philosophy, wrote: “Above all 
things in every branch of literature and science, ought we to 
preserve our truth as pure, as utterly to shun all false show—so 
as not to assert anything, however slight, for certain, of which 
we are not thoroughly convinced—so as to take the pains when 
we are expressing a conjecture to make the degree of our belief 
apparent. If we do not, where is it possible ourselves to point out 
defects which we perceive, and which others are likely to dis- 
cover, or when we lay down our pen, we cannot say in the 
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presence of God: ‘I have written nothing knowingly, which after 
a severe examination I do not believe to be true: in nothing have 
I deceived my readers, either with regard to myself or others; 
nor have I set my most odious adversary in any other light than I 
would answer for at my last hour.’ If we cannot do this, learning 
and literature make us unprincipled and depraved.” 


Our Lord God the Pope 


When Dr. Dollinger was at Rome, as a member of the Vatican 
Council, of 1870, he was greatly shocked by the adulation offered 
by the French and Italian bishops to Pius IX. In his “Letters 
from Rome on the Council,” he says: “Their expression not 
seldom exceed everything of the kind ever heard before, and it 
seems as if the Canon Law Sycophants had come back to life, 
who made no scruple of designating the Pope, God and vice- 
God.” 7 

The expression “Dominus Deus Noster,” “Our Lord God 
the Pope,” is found in a decretal letter of Pope John XXII. 
This letter is incorporated as Title XIV., into the Extravagantes 
Joannis XXII., a collection of Papal Letters, which find a place 
in the Corpus Juris Canonici. With these letters is bound up a 
commentary or gloss. It is in this commentary that the ex- 
pression occurs: “To deny that our Lord God the Pope has 
power to decree as he has decreed, would be deemed heretical.” 

Roman apologists assert that the title is due to a slip of the 
pen; the writer intending to say, “Our Lord the Pope,” inad- 
vertently introduced the word “God.” 

Here is the Catholic explanation: “Dominus Noster (our 
Lord) suggested to the scribe or printer, the very familiar 
Dominus Deus Noster, (our Lord God), which he had written or 
set up hundreds of times.” 

The slip was quite logical. And since the “Declaration of 
Infallibility,” it must be fully admitted that the Pope, speaking 
ex-Cathedra, is the exact equivalent of God. 

John Capito Aretinus, court poet to Pope Leo X., addressed 
the following lines to his Sovereign Pontiff: 

1. “If to serve God is truly to reign, you are reigning if you 
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serve Leo, for Leo is god on earth.”—Roscoe’s “Life of Leo the 
Tenth,” Vol. IV., App. C. 

2. Pope Leo XIII in an Apostolic Letter, dated June 20, 
1894, said, “Since we hold the place of Almighty God upon 
earth.” 

3. Monseigneur Bougeard, late Bishop of Laval, wrote, 
“The Pope is Jesus Christ hidden under a veil. He is as the 
Host upon our altars. The Pope is the second manner of the 
real presence of Jesus Christ.”—Le Christianisme et le tenypts 
present, 1890. 

4. When the late Pontiff, Pius X., preached his first sermon, 
as Cardinal Sarto, at St. Mark’s Cathedral, Venice, he said: 
“The Pope is not simply the representative of Jesus Christ. On 
the contrary, he is Jesus Christ Himself under the veil of flesh.” 

5. In a tract entitled, “De la Devotion au Papa,” dedicated to 
Pius X., published by Paul Salmon, Tours, 1904, the author, 
Arsene Pierre Milet, whom Cardinal Merry del Val describes as 
“A devout priest,” says: “Since the Pope represents God on 
earth, we ought to love him as God Himself.” 

6. The following description of the Pope as God is given 
by the late “Mother” Margaret Mary Hallaham: “When I heard 
him sing mass I cannot express what I felt; it was the God of 
earth prostrate in adoration before the God of Heaven”! Life of 
Mother Margaret Mary Hallaham, preface by Bishop Ullal- 
thorne, page 430, 1912. 

%. Bishop Fallon, in a sermon delivered on his return from 
Rome, said: “As I left the presence of the Pontiff, it was like 
going out from light into shadow and darkness, from warmth 
into chill and coldness, almost from the face of God.” Catholic 
Tablet, August 1916. It is to laugh!

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Pastors and Politics 


Every little while some one tells us that the pastor “has no 
business to meddle in politics.” A senator whose party has be- 
come notorious for the graft and corruption of many of its 
officials has recently given expression to this sentiment. The 
main reason he assigns for his belief is that ministers are im- 
practical. Admitting that this official is honest in his conviction 
it by no means follows that he is right, and even if he were, such 
an attitude on his part is but the easiest kind of way of playing 
into the hands of evil, for it rules out all idealism which the 
experience of many generations has proved to be the only sal- 
vation of civil life from all that is rotten and base. 

We hold to the opinion that there is no man better fitted to 
take part in politics than an intelligent Christian, nor no man 
more than he, to whom it becomes an incumbent duty, to study 
and apply himself to the care of the country’s welfare and the 
nation’s good. We have no reason for supposing otherwise, 
than that God wills the present as well as the eternal happiness 
of His creatures, and as that happiness is to some extent pro- 
moted by intercourse, by commerce, by the fruits of civilization, 
and by a sound form and application of good government, it 
becomes the bounden duty of every pastor to exercise their in- 
dividual influence in helping forward and sustaining those 
political principles which are most conductive to the welfare 
of America. 

We would like to remind those who hold the view that it is 
right for a Christian to dissociate himself from the politics of 
this life of what one of the wisest of men, said: “When the 
righteous are in ,authority, the people rejoice; but when the 
wicked beareth rule, the people mourn.” There are, we readily 
admit, a number of Protestant clergymen who are simply mere 
politicians. We strongly condemn such men. But, if any poli- 
tician tells us that the Christian pastor had better attend to his 
pulpit duties and leave such conditions as have existed in the 
present, as well as the former administration, to be handled by the 
politicians, then we say that the Christian pastor is a citizen, just 
as much as a government official, and if the government official 
is an unworthy citizen, that is no reason why the minister of the 
gospel should forget that the religion of Jesus Christ deals with 
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the life of man in the flesh. If the interior life does not inspire 
the practical, there is something lacking in the inner life. And 
to be so afraid of practical life as to attempt to evade it is a 
mistake. - 

How many, by withholding their votes at the elections, have 
been the means of causing the wicked to bear rule? 

We sincerely trust that during the forthcoming election days, 
Christian men will distinguish themselves as earnest energetic 
politicians. 

Christian politics are included in all legislative measures and 
efforts which have for their object the establishment of God’s 
spiritual kingdom on the earth. There are, however, a great 
many of such as are called “social reformers,” in the present aay, 
who imagine that good government and righteous rule can be 
attained independent of any religious basis, but if tins were 
possible it would altogether upset the truth of the scriptural 
statement that Satan is the Prince of Evil, and, such being the 
case, every effort to raise the social standard of a nation with- 
out taking our Lord, Jesus Christ into account in the matter, 
must sooner or later result in ignominious failure. The Prince 
of this world cannot act against his own interests, neither is it 
any portion of his policy to provide honest rule or government 
in any part over which he may exercise dominion. We therefore 
maintain that in the seeking to establish social reforms the aid 
of the Prince of Peace becomes an absolute necessity in order 
that the effort may be crowned with success. 


Rebuke Wrongdoing 


Nothing through the press is more disgusting than the brazen 
sensationalism, especially sharp criticism of persons in high 
places. In such instances the editor often deceives himself, 
though not always his readers, by supposing he has done some- 
thing heroic, when in truth his own vanity and love of raising a 
commotion form his motive. Entirely different is the sense of 
duty which compels a conscientious editor to rebuke wrongdoing 
wherever he finds it, regardless of the consequence to himself. It 
is better for men to find in their President only praise-worthy 
qualities, but where these are lacking there is no need that a 
faithful editor should fail to protest most earnestly from his 
sanctum. 
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CAN A TRUE ROMANIST BE A LOYAL AMERICAN?

In the days before our civil war one of our wisest statesmen 
said in the Senate of the United States: “I see in this country 
an irrepressible conflict; slave labor and free labor cannot exist 
together ; one or the other must go down.” His prophecy proved 
true; the conflict developed into war; slavery went down; free- 
dom survived and still lives.

etriotic citizens are beginning to suspect that another irre- 
pressible conflict is upon us. Here is the query: “Can the Roman 
Catholic Church and Republican institutions live together on 
American soil? Must one or the other give way? Must one or 
the other retire to a more congenial clime? If so, the end may 
be seen from the beginning. Our Republican institutions, please 
God, have come to stay.” . 

There is only one organization on American soil that dis- 
tinctly and avowedly antagonizes our national institutions. And 
what organization is that? The Roman Catholic Church. It is 
perhaps too much to expect that this Church shall harmonize with 
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the institutions of this country; for it is distinctly an exotic. It 
is a foreign Church. 

It is foreign in its personnel; being made up of a foreign 
Pope, a foreign College of Cardinals, a foreign Episcopate, a 
multitude of foreign-born priests and male and female foreigners 
in subordinate orders, with a membership which is almost ex- 
clusively of foreign birth and parentage. The other churches 
have a legitimate growth by conversions from among the 
American people, but Romanism on this continent has it great 
recruiting station at Ellis Island. It cannot keep its own chil- 
dren to the second generation. As soon as the native American 
blood is able to assert itself the bond is broken and the soul is free. 

The Roman Church is foreign in its very constitution; its 
fundamental principles are alien and inimical to the genius of © 
our free government. This was made clear by Pope Leo XIII in 
his encyclical of Nov. 7, 1895, when he said: “A perfect sub- 
mission of will is required to the Sovereign Pontiff after God 
himself.” By this all civil authority is remanded to a secondary 
place. It was in pursuance of this policy that the President of 


the United States was placed on the left of the presiding officer 
at a Catholic banquet somte years ago in Baltimore, while Cardinal 
Gibbons sat on his right, in the place of honor, as representing 
the Vicar of God. But for the relation of the Catholic hierarchy 


” 


to “the floating vote,” such a performance would have been re- 
garded as a studied affront; but politicians in papistical pres- 
ences must walk softly and take heed to their ways. 


Romanism Above the Civil Law 


In his famous “Syllabus of Errors,” Pius IX., decreed: “It 
is an error to believe that in case of conflicting laws between civil 
and ecclesiastical power the civil law ought to prevail”; and 
again, “It is an impious thing to transgress the laws of the Church 
under pretext of observing civil law.” It might be supposed that 
the reference here was to dogma alone, leaving the citizen free 
to obey the magistrate in all things pertaining to civil life, were it 
not that in an encyclical Pope Leo XIII, said: “In fixing the 
limits of obedience, let no one think that it is due to the Roman 
Pontiff merely in matters of dogma”; and again, “It is indis- 
pensable that the faithful should always religiously take, as the 
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rule of their conduct, the political wisdom of the ecclesiastical 
authority.” 

If this means anything, it means that, as between the Pope 
of Rome and the American Government, a loyal Romanist must 
in all cases obey the former. But, in order that no doubt may 
remain in the most skeptical mind as to this matter let me adduce 
the words of the Papal chair with respect to religious freedom 
as expressed in our constitutional enactment on the separation of 
Church and State. His holiness, Pius IX, in his “Syllabus of 
Errors,” says: “It is an error to believe that the Church ought 
to be separated from the State and the State from the Church.” 
Is that not plain enough? 

The same Pope, in his Allocution of September, 1851, said: 
“We have taken this principle for a basis; that the Catholic 
religion, with all its rights, ought to be exclusively dominant in 
such sort that every other worship shall be banished and inter- 
dicted.” Let it be remembered that the man making this utter- 
ance required from every true Romanist—as does his present 
successor—a perfect submission of will as to God himself. How, 
then, can a Romanist be tolerant of other religions as American 
loyalty requires him to be? Or how can he acquiesce in that 
dictum of our National Constitution which guarantees the free 
exercise of religion? Not even the sons of Loyola could answer 


that question. It presents a serious problem to the minds of 
thoughtful men. 


Romanism Opposed to our Constitution 

And for the further enlightenment of such as may imagine 
that the Roman Church has improved in this particular since 
1851, we quote this from a more recent encyclical of Leo XIII: 
“The Church holds it unlawful that various softs of divine wor- 
ship should be on a par with the true religion before the law.” 

The least that can be expected of an American citizen is that 
he shall believe in the primary declaration of our Revolutionary 
Fathers: “All men are born free and equal and with certain in- 
alienable rights.” Can a Roman Catholic hold to that doctrine? 
Not if he is a true Romanist ; for he must be loyal to Papal edicts ; 
such as the following by his holiness Leo XIII., who in an en- 
cyclical, further says: “From those pernicious and deplorable 
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revolutionary tendencies which were aroused in the sixteenth 
century are to be traced the more recent declarations of un- 
bridled liberty, invented during the great upheavals of the last 
century, and laid down as the principles and fundamentals of the 
new law, which is at variance with both Christian and natural 
law. Of these principles the chief is this, that all men as they are 
of one species, are also equal in practical life; that every man is 
free to think as he pleases, to act as he pleases, and that the right 
of governing resides in no person.” Pope Pius X., on August 29, 
1910, in an encyclical letter, denounced, “a certain kind of 
Democracy which goes so far in perversity as to attribute in 
society sovereignty of the people.” To these words of the in- 
fallible Vicars of God, no syllable of ours needs to be added. They 
stand by themselves as a clear and concise statement of the per- 
verse Jesuitical misconstruction of the American theory of 
government from the standpoint of the Roman Catholic Church. 

Again, it would be supposed that Roman Catholics, in seeking 
the refuge of our free government, might be disposed to fall into 
line with our institutions and become Americanized. But not if 
the Pope can prevent it. He must be accepted as final authority 
on this point, as everywhere else. Leo XIII, says, in an en- 
cyclical: “It is clear that there is just cause for Catholics to take 
part in the civil government; for this they do not undertake so 
as to approve what is not right in the conduct of public affairs 
in these times, but that they may change those ways of action into 
what is fair and true, having firmly in mind to infuse the wisdom 
and virtue of the Catholic religion as the most healthful sap and 
blood into all the veins of the State.” It is impossible to imagine 
a more venomous scheme for the destruction of Republican 
principles. Here is an announcement so distinctly and essentially 
anti-American that any other Church but the Roman _ Catholic 
would blush for the imputation and make all possible haste to dis- 
avow it. But no such disavowal is forthcoming, or ever will be. 

Rome’s Rule Fatal to all Nations 

It is upon the foregoing items of Papal authority that we 

pronounce the Roman Catholic Church a foreign Church, and 


insist that those who faithfully adhere to those doctrines cannot 
be loyal Americans. 
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It must be added that the Roman Catholic Church has always 
been the same. From the day when, at the sound of Luther’s 
hammer on the royal chapel door, the Church was divided into 
Popery and Protestantism, the former has constantly and con- 
sistently championed the cause of civil and ecclesiastical oppres- 
sion as opposed to freedom and the rights of man. It has, by 
its reckless tyranny, so provoked the people that it has lost 
control of every “first-class power,” on earth. It has burned 
over with ignorance and superstition every country which it 
possesses to-day. Let us call the roll of the Roman Catholic 
lands—Spain, Italy, Portugal, Jreland—poor priest-ridden 
Ireland, “the land of sorrows’”—Austria, Mexico and the semi- 
civilized governments of South and Central America; and lo, we 
have named the black belt of the nations. 


Romanism an “Immense Benefit” to America! 


In a recent interview with Archbishop Bonzano, the Papal 
delegates to the United States, Pope Benedict XV, according to 
the published statement in the New, York Herald,” of October 
19, 1919, sent this message to the Romanists in the United 
States: “Many are looking to the United States as the centre 
of material interests. We consider America, instead, as a 
promising field for religious principles. Considering the import- 
ance of the United States, the realization of our hopes and desires 
would bring to the entire world an immense benefit.” A benefit, 
forsooth! What benefit? We can think of none. 

It is recorded in the Sacred Scriptures that when Joab wished 
to rid himself of Amasa, a troublesome rival, he went out to meet 
him and smilingly said: “Is it well with thee, my brother?” and 
all the while he was fumbling for his dagger under his cloak; 


then as he kissed him he thrust in his dagger and left him dying. 
I know of no better similitude than this of the attitude of the 


Roman Catholic Church and hierarchy towards our American 
institutions. They love them; but they mean to let the life blood 
out of them. 


For these reasons I cannot see how any man who is a loyal 
Romanist can be a loyal American citizen. 
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WHY I LEFT THE CHURCH OF ROME.

About twenty-five years ago I was appointed vicar at Juiz 
de Fora. This coveted position was given to me as a reward for 
my former activity in destroying Bibles and persecuting Protes- 
tants in the nearby town of Rio Novo. I was told that my bishop 
was sending me to Juiz de Fora in the expectation that I would 
continue the same course there. In addition I was instructed to 
use every effort to annul and put an end to the labors of some 
American Protestants who had recently come to Juiz de Fora. 
Their innovations were considered dangerous to the Roman 
Church and community. Not only had they organized a society 
of Methodists, but they had opened a school for boys and were 
training some to be pastors. This must be stopped! 

After entering on my new appointment at Juiz de Fora I did 
my best to find out what the Protestants were doing, and was 
constantly trying to devise some way of frustrating their plans. 
I felt it my duty to do something. Imagine my surprise one 


afternoon when the servant announced that a Prgtestant pastor 
and three young men were at the door! I immediately ordered 
him to send them away, but-he replied that they were very well 


dressed and that I had better see them. So they were ushered into 
my study. 


Hiding my real feelings, I gave them a polite welcome. Im- 
mediately I recognized Dr. Lander, president of Granbery 
College, and three of his ministerial students. I knew them all 
by sight. 

They declined my invitation to sit down, and I found myself 
face to face with Dr. Lander, who was making a speech. In 
his hands he held a large, handsomely bound Bible which they 
had brought to present to me. I did not want their false Bible, 
but my eyes fastened on the soft, beautiful leather binding. I 
thought to myself, “What a fine pair of slippers that would 
make!” I did not listen to the speech, for all the time I was busy 


taking the measurements and calculating the best way to cut out 
the slippers. 


~~ At the end of the presentation I thanked them rather cordially, 
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perhaps more so than they had expected, for I was in reality 
thanking them for my handsome slippers! 


No sooner were the visitors out of the door than I began 
tearing out and destroying the leaves of the Bible. Wrapping 
up the leather binding I took it to the best shoemaker in the city 
and bargained for him to make me a pair of slippers, he agree- 
ing with me that the material was excellent for that purpose. 

I left the shoemaker’s in fine spirits, quite content with my- 
self for having played a trick on the Protestants. But before I 
reached home I began to be in doubt about the whole affair. Dur- 
ing the evening, and every now and then in the night, the thought 
would occur to me that a pair of slippers made out of Protes- 
tant leather might bring me bad luck. And then, too, I would 
think that perhaps after all I had better get entirely rid of that 
Protestant Bible. By morning the affair was worrying me, so 


I took an early cup of coffee and hurried to my shoemaker’s. 
Without disclosing my feelings to him I inquired about the 
slippers. To my intense relief he answered that they were not 


yet cut out. Assuming a careless air, I told him that I no longer 
cared for the slippers and that he might do what he pleased with 
the leather. 

Thus relieved, I expected to feel quite happy; but try as I 
might, my conscience would not let me rest. Every now and then 
in my mind’s eyes I would see that group who brought the Bible 
to me. I wondered why they did it. I was possessed with a great 
curiosity to know something more about those queer foreigners. 
I began reading the lives of the Methodists around me. Without 
their dreaming of it, I closely watched Dr. Tarboux and Dr. 
Lander. I was much impressed by their quiet, gentlemanly 
demeanor and by what I learned of their home life and their in- 
fluence on the students of Granbery College. 

Then I became curious to know for myself what a Protestant 
service was like. So I cultivated the friendship of one of my 
parishioners who lived next door to the Methodist Church. As 
if by accident, I called there one Sunday morning, at the hour of 
service. I was anxious to learn something about the mode of 
conducting the service; but I soon became interested in the 
woids cf the preacher. Before long it was my habit every Sun- 
day to sit by a window where, securely hidden by the blinds, I 
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could follow the whole sermon. Needless to say that I was 
deeply impressed. My heart responded to the truths I there 
heard for the first time, but prudence forbade my disclosing this 
feeling to anyone. In my pulpit I continued to preach against 
the Protestants, warning my people to have nothing to do with 
those emissaries of Satan, outside of*the true Church, doomed 
to be lost. However, to myself I often said: “If those people are 
going to hell, where am I going?” 

I was overwhelmed with an intense desire to know the secret 
of the lives of the American missionaries, so different from the 
priests that I knew. 

About this time there was a diocesan convocation at my 
Church in Juiz de Fora. I entertained the bishop and several 
priests who were in attendance. Never before had I realized the 
sordidness of the Roman Catholic clergy. My chief thought was 
to provide an abundance of rich food for my guests. I knew they 
all would drink, but the quantity of fine wine that was consumed 
astonished me. There was no thought nor pretense of spiritu- 
ality. From the bishop down, the talk was of the commercial side 
of the church—what to charge, how to make more money, how 
to intrigue, how to get more power into the hands of the clergy. 
Before the meeting was over I saw with new eyes many of the 
fallacies of the Roman Church, and felt a great desire to be rid of 
it. 

Looking around for something to calm my spirits and help 
me to solve the many doubts that were arising in my mind, I 
thought of the Protestant Bible. Pretending that I wanted one 
so as to destroy it, I secured a copy and compared it with my 
own Latin Bible. To my surprise I found that there was little 
difference. I read and studied it with growing interest and 
avidity. Something superhuman led me on. I prayed to God 
as never before, asking for light and guidance. Often with the 
two Bibles before me I prayed until my knees ached. 

The Bible had opened my eyes to many errors of the Roman 
Church, and I couid no jionger enjoy the unsatisfying duties of 
a priest. 

The performance of many of the rites became a mere pre- 
tense and sacrilege, and I longed to face the world as an honest 
man. So I sent my resignation to my bishop, asking to be re- 
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lieved of my duties and obligations, after twenty years of service 
in the Roman Cnourch. 

Soon I announced to my parish that I could no Jonger serve 
them as vicar. Of course they were astonished, and later they 
were angry. 

Led by our Heavenly Father, I went to a quiet place in the 
country where I could study and reflect. Always I was groping 
in the dark, seeking and praying for light. 

In anguish of spirits I wrote to Dr. Tarboux and Dr. Lander, 
asking for advice. They kindly responded, sending many helpful 
books for me to study. Later they arranged a meeting with me; 
and in their kind spirit of brotherly love, with true wisdom from 
on high, they led me to throw off the false superstitions and be- 
liefs of a ‘lifetime and cast myself at the feet of my Saviour. 
There I found peace. 

Since then, for eighteen years I have served God to the best 
of my ability in the Methodist Church. By His aid I have 
brought many others to accept Christ and to follow Him accord- 
ing to the Evangelical faith. 


Never for one moment have I regretted leaving the Roman 
Catholic Church. I have found new life, new aspirations, an 
abiding faith, and a Saviour for all mankind. Among my 
brethren in the Methodist Church and at home, surrounded 
by my wife and family, I have found an indescribable peace 
and joy that have blessed my life. Better than all this is my 
hope of an everlasting home.

Sir :—It is far from my wish to revive those religious preju- 
dices and animosities which have been productive of so much 
harm in the past. And, yet, Sir, I am persuaded that the time 
has come when the people of America ought to turn their atten- 
tion to the tactics and aims of the hierarchy of your Church. 

In general, I fear American citizens are ignorant of the 
present attitude of your Church, the liberal spirit of the day hav- 
ing considerably modified what are commonly known as religious 
differences. An impression widely prevails that the spirit of 
your Church to-day is essentially different from that in former 
times. This impression, I contend, is both erroneous and 
dangerous. Another idea seems to have gone forth: that all 
danger from your Church is past. This opinion, too, I maintain, 
is far from correct. The Scriptures lead me to anticipate that 
your Church will make an expiring effort to regain her lost 
authority. This expectation seems to be confirmed by what is 
now passing in the world. 

In my last letter to you I promised to say something of the 
character of His Eminence Cardinal Mercier, and of my im- 
pressions of his recent visit to the United States. 

The rapid promotion of Monsignor Mercier, founder and 
director of the Philosophical Institute at Louvain University, to 
the Archbishopric of Mechlin, and, a few months afterwards, to 
the rank of Cardinal, surprised no one familiar with the ways of 
your Church. 

In your Church’s selection of Cardinal Mercier I am reminded 
of a forceful remark in Hugh Thompson’s introduction to 
William Gladstone’s essay on “Italy and Her Church.” He says: 
~ “Vaticanism is alive in America as in Europe. It has just crowned 
its American hierarchy with the gift of a red hat to a gentleman 
of singular modesty and good sense. It has chosen shrewdly, as 
it always does in such cases.” That your Church chose shrewdly 
in the case of Cardinal Mercier, the following facts go to prove: 
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You remember in Belgium twenty years ago the philosophy of 
Thomas Aquinas was not in honor. Carlesianism was the domi- 
nant theory. Your patron, Pope Leo XIII, an admirer of the 
philosophy of the Middle Ages, ordered all Catholics “to imbibe 
philosophy from the untainted sources of St. Thomas Aquinas.” 
He commanded the Bishops of Belgium to found a special chair 
of scholastic philosophy in the University of Louvain, and im- 
mediately afterwards appointed Father Mercier, at that time 
professor in the Petit Seminare at Mechlin, to that posiiton. 
Several of the Belgian Bishops and a number of the lower clergy 
offered resistance. Mercier appealed to Rome, and I.eo XIII, in 
turn, appealed to King Leopold II, that expert in tlie quality of 
unctuous rectitude, that man of known flagrantly corrupt morals, 
whose name was a by-word on two continents. 

The “Bloody Butcher of the Congo,” consented to help. So, 
in the course of some fifteen years, Father Mercier was able to 
erect the extensive buildings of his Institute. During those fif- 
teen years the frightful abominations introduced into the Congo 
territories under King Leopold’s sway continued in all their 
fiendish hideousness, recalling in aggravated form the worst 
horrors of the Spanish Inquisition. When King Leopold II stood 
solemnly impeached before the Tribunal of Civilization for con- 
doning the pillaging and destruction of whole villages, the deport- 
ing of able-bodied men and boys, the flogging of women, the 
uistributing of young girls to’ soldiers and the mutilation and 
murder of men, women and children; when members of the Bel- 
gian Chamber of Deputies and the best element among the priests 
were demanding parliamentary investigation of the conditions of 
the natives in the Belgian Congo, one man criminally refrained 
from lifting up his voice. That man was no other than Désiré 
Félicien Joseph Mercier. 

There is a proverb very familiar to Welshmen, which says: 


Who takes the nest built by a wren 
Shall never have his health again. 


The day of retribution came swiftly. Mercier’s Institute 
represented the oppression of millions; every stone of it had cost 
a rape, a mutilation or a life. And every stone was laid level with 
the earth. Years of systematic frightfulness followed, over- 
reaching even the most horrible outrages of the campaigns of that 
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devout Catholic, Fernando, Duke of Alva. Whole villages were 
pillaged and destroyed. Able-bodied Belgians were deported. 
Women were scourged; young girls violated; little children 
mutilated and murdered. His Eminence Désiré Félicien Francois 
Joseph, Cardinal Mercier, then found his voice. His tears flowed! 
Exquisite anguish flooded his*soul! In his extreme agony he 
appealed to you, the “Vicar of Jesus Christ,” the “Father of the 
Faithful.” This time your lips were sealed. Why? There is in 
my possession a well-nigh overpowering testimony proving be- 
yond the possibility of successful contradiction that a victorious 
Germany would have meant for the Papacy the restoration of its 
Temporal Sovereignty. So you remained silent. 


When “modernism” was at its height your friend, Cardinal 
Mercier, wrote a scathing denunciation against the leaders of 
that movement. But he was silent when, at the order of King 
Leopold, millions of negroes were being butchered in the Congo. 


When the Methodists opened a Church in the City of the 
Popes, you, Sir, were stirred to the depths, and made use of the 
following violent language: “What do these emissaries of Satan 
do, who, in the midst of the Holy City, raise temples where God 
is denied true worship, who erect pestilential cathedrals to spread 
errors among the people?” But, Sir, when the Bryce Commission 
found, on an appalling amount of unbiassed evidence, that 
“murder, lust and pillage prevailed over many parts of Belgium 
on a scale unparalleled in any war between civilized nations during 
the last three centuries,” you, “the mouthpiece of God on earth,” 
offered not even a protest against these “emissaries of Satan.” 

I have before me as I write a copy of Cardinal Mercier’s 
Lental Pastoral, entitled “On our return from Rome.” In writing 
his Pastoral, Cardinal Mercier, no doubt, had in mind a much 
larger audience than the two million Catholics of the Archdiocese 
of Mechlin. In that inffective effort to justify your attitude 
towards Belgium, he says you showed him the most touching 
kindness, and that as soon as he arrived in the Vatican you folded 
him in your arms. 

A memorable meeting, Sir, reminding one of the lines in Von 
Bellinghausen’s play: 


Two souls with but a single thought, 
Two hearts that beat as one. 
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In concluding his Lental Pastoral Cardinal Mercier refers to 
the many hours he spent in your presence, and to the comfort, 
illumination and encouragement he received from you. 

Illumination! Did you remind your friend on those occasions 
that a Cardinal must serve the Papacy first and always, and his 
country only when incidentally such service promotes the cause 
of him who made him a Prince of the Church? 

Encouragement! Did you refer to the known principle of 
your Church that it always moves strategically? 

Comfort! Did you refresh his memory by citing the case of 
the unfortunate inhabitants of the town of Bezier’s where, upon 
the hesitation of his ferocious soldiers because many Catholics 
had mixed with the heretics, Abbot Arnold, papal legate and 
director general of the crusades against the Albigenses, having in 
mind the “greater good,” commanded: “Kill them all—the Lord 
knoweth them that are His.” 

Different as are the methods of that tyrant, Pope Benedict 
XIV, for whom you profess great admiration, and those em- 
ployed by yourself, when carried out to their logical consequences, 
they both end in the abominable sentiment falsely attributed to 
Boniface, the apostle of Germany, namely, “Even if a Pope is so 
bad that he drags down whole nations to hell with him in troops, 
no one can rebuke him; for he who judges all can be judged of 
no man.” * 

My letter already is longer than I had intended; however, in 
my next epistle I trust to give you some of my impressions of 
Cardinal Mercier’s visit to the United States, and, too, my candid 
opinion of certain accommodating Protestants who received him 
as a dear brother in the Lord Jesus Christ.

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THE SITUATION IN QUEBEC 
BY J. A. MACFARLANE, M.A., SHAWVILLE, QUEBEC, CANADA. 


Just as in the Church of England, there is the Low and High 
Church party, so in the Church of Rome there is, one might 
almost now say, was, the old French or Gallican priest, who was 
more or less an Evangelical, and who would permit a colporteur 
to sell Bibles in his parish; and the Ultramontane or Jesuit type 
of priest, whose one aim is the supremacy of the Vatican over all 
powers, and whose thirst for money and power and privilege, 
knows no quenching. 

Frenchmen in France were never quite satisfied to be ruled 
from “beyond the mountains” (ulta montes), that is, from be- 
yond the Alps, namely, in Italy and the Vatican. It was France 
that originated the term Ultramontane to describe authority 
centered in the Vatican. Ultramontanism has been constantly a 
foe to both civil and religious freedom; and it is rapidly becom- 
ing the dominant factor in Canadian Romanism. 


Ultramontanism’s Pride and Fall 

The Jesuit is proud of himself. He thinks he is the true 
Romanist, and the very life-blood of His Church. As a matter 
of fact, Jesuitism! in the past. has been expelled by law from 
almost every civilized country; and to-day its domination of 
Romanism is breaking the Vatican rule in all European Roman 
Catholic lands. It will yet do its Church to the death in Canada. 

For a time Romanists are proud of the Jesuits, of their ag- 
gressiveness and devotion to Mother Church, and their arrogance 
to, and intolerance of Protestantism. A people subservient to 
them are hostile, and bitterly so, to all that is not Romanistic. 


Utramontanism’s Hour in Canada 


“This is your hour and power of darkness,” said the Master, 
of the ecclesiastical despotism of His day. The Province of 
Quebec, as a whole, is in that stage of subserviency to the Vatican 
and its heralds that makes it proud to do the will of the seven- 
hilled city. From the learned judge, who will violate his promise 
and agreement at the dictation of a prelate, to the untutored 
peasant, who worships with absolute faith in a wafer-god in the 
mass, all yield unquestioning obedience to the behests of the 
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ecclesiastical authorities. If-Romanism is finding her graveyard 
in Europe, she is determined that Canada shall know that she 
lives and reigns here. Though some may hesitate to affirm it, 
all observant men recognize that a well-organized and determined 
effort is being put forth by the Ultramontanes to destroy Protes- 
tantism in Quebec, and to dethrone it in the Dominion and the 
[-mpire. 
Ultramontanism and Infidelity 


“T hate Protestantism,” is a slogan that echoes in all the 
Romish ecclesiastical halls. Roman Catholicism in Quebec will 
be swayed by this doctrine, until it is goaded to the rationalism 
into which it has come in Europe. Ultramontanism, or rigid Vati- 
can rule, is the certain precursor of infidelity. These are the tides 
which are ebbing and flowing in old Quebec, and washing well 
up on the shores of Ontario; Romanism, inflaming the passions 


of Nationalists, and Agnosticism, barking at the thresholds of 
the Church. 


Romanism in Politics, Finance, and Religion 


Romanism is a trinity. It is a Political Organization; A 
Financial Corporation, and a Religious Institution. 


1. ROMANISM IS A RELIGIOUS INSTITUTION. 

The papacy is a religion, but it is not the Christian religion. 
There are certain Christian elements in it; but the bulk of it is 
Judaistic and Pagan. Its imaginary Purgatory is drawn from 
heathenism, and it is one of Rome’s greatest financial monopolies. 
One blushes to think that this heathenish financial swindle should 
be attached to the sacred name of the religion of Jesus Christ. 
The Purgatory of the Roman Organization is heathen in origin, 
and anti-Christian in history and practice. 

The priesthood, the rites, the ceremonies, the sacrifices are 
Judaistic. Paul’s great fight was with Judaizing teachers. The 
ceremonialists were never completely driven from the Christian 
Church. Their roots ran deep into the old past. Their stem 
stretches down the ages, and flourishes to-day in certain 
branches of the Church. Romanism has an unbroken history 
from the Judaizers of Paul’s day. 

Rome has Christian elements ; elements that are fundamental, 
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and clearly held, and boldly stated. But her non-Christian doc- 
trines are so cherished, and are so distinctive of her that she dare 
not put the New Testament freely and fully into the hands of her 
people. Her religion is confessedly not the religion of esus and 
the apostles, or she would wish, as we do, to put their teachings in 
the hands of all men. 


2. ROMANISM IS A FINANCIAL CORPORATION. 
Through her various Orders, the monks and nuns (and there are 
ninety of these in Canada, twenty-seven male and sixty-three fe- 
male Orders), she holds and operates vast wealth. A French 
Roman Catholic writer of the Province of Quebec says: “There 
is more gold in the ecclesiastical treasury of the Province of 
Quebec than in all the vaults of the banks in Ontario. That is 
why we look like beggars, while our neighbors live in affluence.” 

3. ROMANISM IS A POLITICAL ORGANIZATION. 
The Church of Rome emphatically claims the right to dictate the 
politics of a country. As a political organization national govern- 
ments are, wherever possible, made to do her bidding. Canada 
has good reason to watch this huge political machine. A man 
may be esteemed a bigot for saying so; but he is a fool if he does 
not know it to be so. If there is anything that Romanism has put 
beyond a peradventure to-day, it is her insatiable thirst for 
government in the political realm, and her utter incapacity to be 
other than selfish, even when that selfishness will wreck the 
nation. 

Rome is a trinity of politics, finance and religion. Her 
religion is made the mandate for her politics, and the bill-of- 
rights for her finances. The commercialism carried on in the 
Jewish temple at Jerusalem, when the Master said: “Take these 
things hence; make not my Father’s house an house of merchan- 
dise,” was never so widespread and so universally practised by 
Jewish priests as it is by the Romish hieracy. The most sacred 
of Christian things are bartered for money. 

In Roman Churches, the Lord’s Supper, that holiest and sub- 
limest of Christ’s memorials, is on sale at varying prices, like 
meat in the shambles. They have called it the Mass, and they 
tell us it is the Lord. Christ’s indignation burst forth against 
Jewish priests for selling sacrificial doves in the temple ; Romish 
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priests profess to sell the Lord Himself in their temples. Even 
heaven is best reached by dollars. Their unscriptural purgatory, 
through which souls are said to pass on their way to glory, be- 
come the goul’s prison until, mainly by masses said by the priest 
at so much each, it finds its release. There is nothing too sacred 
to be turned to Kome’s financial advantage. 

Romanism is a religion. But it is mainly unchristian both in 
doctrine and practice. Well might our Lord say of it, as He said 
of its Judaistic precursor, “We compass sea and land to make 
one proselyte, and when he is made, ye make him twofold more 
the child of hell than yourselves.” One hardly knows how long 
it will take Canada, even Protestant Canada, to learn the lessons 
that France and Italy and Spain and Portugal have had so pain- 
fully impressed upon them.

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BENEDICT SULKS IN VATICAN 
BY BARON ALFRED PORCELLI, HOVE, ENGLAND. 


On October 20, 1919, Philip Gibbs, the widely known war 
correspondent, cabled from Rome to the New York “Times” a 
three-column report of an interview with Pope Benedict XV. Mr. 
Gibbs is a Roman Catholic; it is not surprising, therefore, to find 
him giving utterance to Popish untruths, but it is surprising to 
see Protestant newspapers vieing with each other in their attempts 
to honor Popery. Mr. Gibbs gives utterance to the following 
characteristic fallacies: 

(1) “The only centre of church unity is the successor of 
Peter.” 


(2) “The Holy Father is a prisoner in the Vatican.” 

(3) “Rome is the home of justice, truth and charity.” 

I was born under the Popes, in Sicily. I know the beautiful 
“unity” that existed there, and I know the charming “unity” that 
the Popes have always enforced by fire and sword, by inquisition 
and by dungeons, by torture and exactions. I know Rome’s 


canon law and conciliar degrees. I also know what an absurd 
lie is the assertion that the Pope is a prisoner. He is as free to 
leave the Vatican as I am to quit my home. The only reason he 
will not quit the Vatican is because he is afraid his loving sub- 
jects will insult him. They know him too well. He wants:to be 
called King of Rome, and to have an army, police and inquisition 
at his command ; but the Italians will not allow it. So he sulks in 
the Vatican, and refuses to come out! 

The Italian Parliament granted him an enormous income, and 
guaranteed his safety and dignity, but he sticks in the Vatican 
and calls himself a beggar, while his dupes fill his coffers. I also 
know what a falsehood it is that Rome, under the Popes, was the 
home of justice, truth and charity. I knew it then. Its dungeons 
were reeking with innocent victims, who lay untried, unpitied 
and uncared for, by the cardinals, priests and monks of Rome. Its 
inquisition tortures were in full blast when I was a boy! Its 
streets were filthy. There’ was no sanitation, no liberty. There 
was no press, except two miserable priestly organs. Spies were 
everywhere. Food was scarce. Falsehood was universal. Im- 
morality stalked unchecked; nay, encouraged by pope and car- 
dinals. Cruelty to animals was shocking. Education there was 
none. Cardinals and mistresses flaunted their shame in broad 
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daylight. Protestants were not allowed to worship within the 
walls. Beggars abounded, so did priests. Rome was a cesspool 
of corruption. It was notoriously the worst city in Europe. 
None but one under “strong delusion” could tell untruths as 
those I have pilloried. 


BOOK REVIEWS 


IRELAND AND ENGLAND: In the Past and at Present. By Edward Ray- 
mond Turner. New York: The Century Company. 


At last there comes a volume containing what so many thousands of 
American readers have long wished for—a dispassionate, just, and thor- 
oughly informed survey of the age-long struggie between Ireland and 
England, a survey that would set forth the esseiutial facts on both sides 
without prejudice and without endeavor to make a case for either one, 
but solely for the purpose of stating and interpreting history with full 
justice for both. That is not an easy thing to achieve with regard to any 
controversy in which human passions have been long engaged, and it has 
been particularly difficnlt in this case because of its many complications. 
The legion of books about Ireland proves how difficult is the task, for 
heretofore they have chiefly been characterized by partisan feeling, usually 
ot a highly colored character. This new book by the Professor of 
European History in the University of Michigan is almost, if not quite, 
the first to treat the subject comprehensively, in a scholarly, authoritative 
way, and inspired solely by the desire to present it truthfully. 


THE BETRAYERS. By Hamilton Drummond. New York: E. P. Dutton & Co. 

The struggle for superior power between Emperor Frederick II. and 
Pope Innocent IV. in the thirteenth century would not, at first glance, 
secm to be promising material from which to create an interesting, even 
exciting, historical romance. But that is what Hamilton Drummond has 
done in “The Betrayers.” He has given it for the twentieth century 
reader, the interest it must have had for those who participated in it, and 
infused his characters with the intensity of feeling and the vigor and 
determination with which the respective followers of Emperor and Pope 
carried on their struggle. His people intrigue and guilefully negotiate, 
kidnap and poison, ride strenuously, fight to the death, plot and counter 
plot, strive to the uttermost with wits and cunning and effort and hardy 
endurance. And it is all against a magnificent thirteenth century back- 
ground that is true to history and faithful to the social conditions of 
the time.

a well proportioned, ingeniously complicated, and very dramatic tale, 
richly clothed in the trappings of medieval life.
